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This being the preſent State of the Pariſh with reſpect to their Poor, 
and the Pariſh being pdſſeſſed of a piece of Ground ſufficient ſor a 
Workhouſe as well as for a Burying-place ; and the Veſtry having re- 
ceĩved and examined a Propoſal lately made to them for employing the 
Able, and Maintaining the Impotent Poor, in a regular and proper 
Manner; They find great Reaſon to approve thereof, as well from the 

Nature of it, as from theundoubted Proof, which has been given by 

Certificates and other wiſe, of the Succeſs in ſeveral Pariſhes. . © 


But in order to execute this Scheme, There is a Neceſſity of Buil- 
ding a large Houſe, or Houſes, and ſeveral Offices (which may be ſuf- 
ficient for Receiving, Lodging, and Imploying the Poor,) as alſo of 
Buying a great Number of Beds, Houſhoſd - Utenſils, Materials 
and Stock for ſetting them to Work. And the Charge of this, con- 
ſidering the Number of our Poor, can't, as is preſum*d, amount to leſs 
than 3000 l. Which, conſidering the Circumſtances of the meaner 
Tradeſmen and Houſekeepers, and: the Load of the preſent | Taxes 
upon them, who are y far the m$ſt numerous Part of the Pariſb, 
cannotconveniently be rais'd, but by voluntary Contribution from the

The Method propos d, is this. A large Houſe, or Houſes, muſt be built 
by the Pariſh, ſuſſicient for the Reception of all ſuch Poor as are re- 
liev'd (inſtead of letting them lodge ſeparately, or where they pleaſe, 
as they now do,) where they are to be as one Family, ſupply'd with 
Meat, Drink, and Lodging, and imploy d in ſuch Work as they are capa- 
ble of; alſo cloathed where wanting, and lodg'd in a cleanly Manner, 
and the Produce of their Labour ſold for the Benefit of the Farid. | 
and proper Work will be found: for all above Five Years of Age.
